self, and if he could not succeed, he was allowed to resume his 
situation again—this person, Mr. Gill stated to. me, was to 
take my situation—I remonstrated against this unusual mode 
of proceeding—said it wasthe custom in all other offices to, 
discharge the latest person employed as a regular hand, when 
there was to be any reduction of hands or discharges—and 
finally demanded whether my discharge was occasioned by 
my absence from the office during the last four days (of the 
election.) ‘To these enquiries, Mr. Gill replie!—in substance 
—that I need not consider myself discharged—but he had no 
more room in his office for me !—that I had no right to go 
off, without his permission !—that he did as he pleased in his 
own office, unincuinbered by the customs or regulations of | 
others. Now, to give the public an illustration of this theory, 
I have been the only one in his office who has been discharg- 
ed in deviation from this custom—whilst there have been at 
least three or four persons discharged before me, all by the 
Foreman, and all of whom have had at least one week’s 
notice, and some satisfactory reason was assigned for it—but 
he reserved me for himself, took me out of the foreman’s 
hands who has the employing and discharging of the men, 
and throw me out of employment without a moment’s previous 
notice—and, as I solemnly aver and believe, ror acTING LIKE 
a Freeman!!! The circumstances connected with it will 
amply show this—I am a Tory [/] of the new fashioned Hone- 
cesolution stamp—that means a Domocratic Republican of the 
Jefferson creed, as no one can reasonably dispute. I have 
been a warm Jacksonman (and I am proud to say it) for the 
last eight or ten years, though yet but a very young man— 
have invariably taken a very active part in his success, as far 
at least as my humble individual exertions could be of any 
assistance ;—but in the late mighty struggle, I took a more 
than ordinary part. Last winter the subscriber was honored 
with the appointment as one of the Delegates from the Sixth 
Ward to the Young Men’s General Committes at Tammany 
Hall ; subsequently clected one of the Secretaries of the 
Youn ¢ Men’s Ward Committee—and at one of our late Ward 
meetings, submitted two or three resolutions against the 
United States Bank, and denouncing the course pursued by 
certain employers in discharging those in their employ for 
daring to have the * independence” to think and act for them.

instance where [ deviated from a liberal and respectful course 
to political enemies) are the principal reasons why I have 
been singted out for dismission. It will be well here to state 
that I had a competent hand in my place during my absence, 
who is stitl to work in my late situation: notwithstanding 
this Mr, Gill told me that Mr. S., the person above alluded to, 
in business for himself, had taken my place. 

To the free, the liberal, the republican citizens of New 
York, I now appeal—Are such doctrines and practices to be 
tamely tolerated? Must the free born citizens of these United 
States slavishly and basely submit, and cringe, and do the vile 
biddings of any man or set of men (as has been done with but 
too much success during the late contest) at their pleasure, and 
to suit their capricious or sordid interests?) Where is man’s 
{reedom—liberty—or “equal rights”—if he has starvation and

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GOVERNMENT PLAN FOR RESTORING THE CONSE | 


TUTIONAL CURRENCY. 

The following particulars respecting the bill in relation to 
the public money, introduced in the House of Representatives, 
by Mr. Polk, on Tuesday, are furnished by a Washington 
correspondent of the Journal of Commerce : e 


The bill is accompanied by a short report from the Com- 
miitee, and by a very long letter from the Secretary of the 
Treasury addressed to the Committee, on the subject of the 
currency. The Secretary recommends many provisions with 
a view tosecure the accountability of those local Banks which 
may be selected as deposite Banks,and also some provisions hav- 
sug in view the enlargement of the specic basis. He proposes to 
raise the standard value of gold, to inhibit the deposite Banks 
from issuing any note of less denomination than five dollars, and 
to provide, further, that no note of less denomination than five dol- 
lars shall be received in payment of any dues to the Government.* 

The biil provides that the public money be deposited in 
such lecal Banks asthe Secretary of the Treasury shall select, 
provided nothing in the Act shall prevent Congress from re- 
imoving the public money and regulating the manner in which 
it shail be kept, disbursed, &c.; thatno Bank shall be selected 
which does not furnish a full statement of its condition and 
business to the Secretary of the Treasury, together with a copy 
of its charter, &c. ;—that the selected Banks shall furnish state- 
ments of their condition and business to the Secretary as often 
as he may require, not exceeding once a week, also a weekly 
statement of its accounts, but not of its private accounts ;— 
that the selected Banks shbali credit all sums received for the 
Treasury, as specie, and shall pay all drafts, §c. in specie, and 
shall render all necessary facilities in transferring and paying 
money forthe Goyernment without charging any difference or 
exchange ;—that no Bank shall be selected or continued asa 
depository of the Government which does not redeem its bills 
in specie, nor any Bank which shall, after the 3d of March, 
1836, issue any bill of a less denomination than five dollars ;— 
that no bill of a less denomination than five dollars shall be re- 
ceived by the Government in payment of dues after the 3d of 
Mareb, 1836 ;—that the Secretary may from time totime, when 
he thinks fit, require additional security from the selected 
banks for the faithful performance of their contracts ;—that if 
any bank shall fail to fulfil its contract, or shall extend its 
business so muchas to appear to be uusafe, the Secretary 
shall report the fact to Congress, if it be in session, or in the 
recess, may discontinue that Bank as a depository of the gov- 
ernment, in which ease he shall report the facts, with his rea- 
sons for the discontinuance, to Congress at its next session ;— 
that, untillthislaw takes effect, the Banks already selected 
shail continue to be employed as depositories of the govern- 
ment; and, finally, that the Secretary shall lay before Congress 
at the commencement of each session, a list of Banks selected 
and employed as depositories of the public money. 

The bill does not provide cor raising the standard value of 
gold, nor for legalizing certain foreign coins; but the reason 
of this omission is, that bills to that end have already been re- 
ported froma sclect committee who were charged with that 
subject, at the commencement of the session. ‘The commit- 
toe in their report say that they look to the ultimate extension 
of the restriction to all notes below 20 dollars, (as recom. 
mended by the Secretary,) but deem it expedient to commence 
with those below ftve dollars. ‘he scheme of currency which 
is proposed by the Secretary, contemplates the employment 
of silver and gold for ordinary purposes and for small pay- 
menis, and of State Banks for furnishing exchanges between 
different places, according to the wants of Commerce. ‘There 
caunot, therefore, he concludes, be eny necessity for a paper 
circulation of general credit throughout the country; for 
funds are more conveniently and safely transferred from place 
to place, by drafis and bilis of exchange, than by Bank notes. 
Tne Secretary avows the great object of terminating forever 
the present system, and of placing the currency on a fuunda- 
tiun ev stable that it can never again be disturbed. 

It is with great satisfaction that we lay before our readers 
the abeve outline of what may be termed the Government 
Plan of restoring the Constitutional Currency. It is aplan 
which not ouly silences every arguinent that has been adduced 


to prove the necessity or utility of a National Bank to fucili-

se business of the government and to regulate the cur- 
hap; but it plainly poigte out thameage, and the best means 

ings Specie Cestency, sed of thereby placing the 
propleof the United States, indiwidually as well.as collec. 
tine}yit a more prosperous condition than they have ever 
yet experienced. 

The great object of reformers will now be to sustain the 
administsation in the proposed plan, and to induce the State 
Legisiatures to act in concert with it, by refraining from char- 
tering or rechartering Banks and by providing for the gradual 
but early withdrawal from circulation of all notes of Banks 
now existing under the denomination of TWENTY DOLLARS at 
least. 

P.S. Since the above was in type, we have received the 
Report of the Committee of Ways and Means, embracing Mr. 
Taney’s communication, in which we are sorry to find some 
matter that is very objectionable, and quite unexpected. He 
says that it is no part of his planto dispense with the State 
Banks, and contends, 

Ist. That itis not in the power of Congress to dispense 
with the State Banks without an amendment of the Con. 
stitution. 

2d. That the State Banks are advantageous to the coun. 
try, and that ‘‘it is neither practicable nor desirable to 
discountenance the centinuance of them.” 

We believe the very reverse of these propositions to be true, 
and we think his reasening upen them can easily be over- 
thrown; but though we beliove that Congress has the right 
to dispense with the State Banks, we would not have that 
right exercised suddenly. We believe that the Secretary’s 
plan of restoring a specie currency for every thing under 
twenty dollars, if carried into effect, will do away with much 
the greater portion of the evils of Banking, and we have no 
fears that the good effects of this measure would not be so 
manifest as to induce the people to complete the work. 








*“ NICKING” HORSES. 

We do not know ofa more barbarous practice that reccives 
the countenance of intelligert men, and men claiming to be 
moral and religious, than the practice of nicking horses. If 
there be any one of our humane readers who has never wit- 
nessed this inhuman operation, we ask him, before he pur- 
ehases a horse that has been nicked, to procure a book on 
farriery, and read a description of it; and we venture to say 
he will afterwards Jend his aid towards abolishing the barba- 
rous practice by resolving never to bey a horse that has been 
su'ject to it. A very small portion of the community acting 
upon this principle would be sufficient to abolish the practice, 
because a docked horse would be less sajeable than a perfect 
one. Nickins appears to us much worse than useless, aside 
from the barbarity of the practice, for to our view it disfigures 
the animal; and it appears a mystery that religious persons, 
in particular, should encourage an attempt to improve what 
they consider the work of the Creator. Many farriers have 
given up nicking, and we hope their example will be speedily 
centagious. 

> The operation of docking a horse is bad enough, but it 
is mercy compared to that of nicking. Docking is soon accom- 
plished, and causes comparatively little pain to the animal, but 
nicking takes considerable time, and subjects a horse to the 
greatest agony: itis done by deliberately cutting the tendons 
in three distinct places, the horse being secured by some con- 
trivances from changing his position in the least, and all the 
while squealing from the torture. What inconsistency it is to 
suffer this unfeeling treatment ofa dumb animal for mere whim 
or fancy, while we punish a man for treating a horse in much 
less barbarous manner, even though he is provoked to it by the 
animal’s obstinacy or misconduct! We hope sovn to find the 
practice of treating with such unnecessary cruelty, so useful 
an animal, entirely abolished.

Riot at Portsmoutu.—We learn from the correspondent 
of the Boston Courier, that on Saturday night, the town of 
Portsmouth was the scene of a riot. In the forenoon the Whig 
party met and celebrated the victory in New York, and dis- 
persed peaceably before 2 o’clock, P..M. In the evening, 
hawever, some of the Jackson party assembled in a disorderly 
manner. Tar barrels were set on fire and rolled throtgh the 
streets, anda bonfire was kindled, over which was suspended 
canvass, signs or effigies, inscribed with the names af Webster, 
Clay, &c. &c. An engine was taken out of its house and 
overturned and broken. The mob proeeeded, with shouts and 
noises of all sorts, to the building occupied by the Branch of the 
U. S. Bank, which they attacked, and tore down the sign and 
the eagle, which they bore off in triumph and burnt. The peace 
officers attempted to interfere, but were driven off, as the mob 
was armed with bludgeons, cutlasses, &c. The noise and 
rioting were kept up all night.—Bank paper.
